JUDGMENT ENTERED FOR THE 
DEFENDANT. 

The hearmg was conclhded before Mr. 
Justice Sullwar sd a city special jury of the 
cuse in which Jeremiah J. Ryan, principal 
teacher of Knockainey (Co. Limerick) 
National School, claimed. 8500 damages 
against the Rev. Lawrence Hayes, C.C., for 
an alleged assault on. the 28th May, 1922, 
during a confirmation at. Knockainey Church. 
The plaintiff alleged that the /defendant 
gripped him by the neck and rushed him five 
or six paces as if to throw him out of the 
church. The defendant denied the alleged 
assault. 

The jury found that the defendant assaulted 
the plaintiff; that the assault was committed 
in self-defence; that it was not  reason- 
ably necessary for the preservation of 
decorum; and they assessed the damages at 
£5. On this finding judgment was entered 
for the defendant. 

Mr. K. McElligott, K.C.; Mr, Michael 
Comyn, K.C., and Mr, James Comyn (in- 
structed by Mr. Roger Fox) appeared for the 
plaintiff; and Mr. Carrigan, K-C., and Mr. 
George Shannon (instructed by Mr, Frewin) 
for the defendant. 

After an absence of three-quarters of an 
hour, the jury returned with the following 
ene to questions which had been left to 
them :— 

Did the defendant assault the plajntiff’? 
Answer—Yes. 

Was the assault committed in self-defence?

Was it reasonably necessary for the pre- 
servation of decorum’ AnswWer—No. 

They assessed damages at, £5. 

Mr. Carrigan asked for judgment for the 
defendant on these answers and for the pay- 
ment of a sum lodged in court.

PROBATE PROCEEDINGS 
SETTLED. . 


In the Probate Court, before Mr. Justice 
Murnaghen, in the case of Kelly and another 
v. Doggan, 

Mr. Fergus O'Connor (instrueted by Messrs. 
James O'Connor and Co.) applied on behalf 
of the plaintifis to have a consent to settle- 
ment made a rule of Court. The plaintiffs, 
Canon Kelly, P.P., Sandyford, Co. Dublin, 
and Canan Ryan, P.P.. Skerries, the executors 
of the will, dated 23rd September, 1918, with 
two codicils, 
March, 1921, of the late Rev. R 
P.P., Dundrum, Co. Dublin, had issued a 
writ «against the defendant, Mr. Jerome 
Duggan, brother and one of the next-of-kin 
of the deceased, who had entered a caveat, 
for the purpose of proving the will and 
codicils in solemn form, and ‘the pleadings 
were ‘closed on 25rd: May, 1923. 

In their affidavit, the plaintiffs stated that 
the testator, who died on .the 24th December. 
1922, hequeathed £100 and his household 
effects. save his books and bookcases, to his 
housekeeper, Jennie . Keogh, rad, having 
given directions that the books and cases were 
to be sold and the proceeds to become portion 
of his estate, he gave various specific legacies, 
and bequeathed the residue of his estate to 
certain charitable institutions in Ireland, ap- 
pointing the plaintiffs executors of his will 
and codicils. He died without having altered 
or revoked the documents, and was pre- 
deceased by Jennie Keogh. 

A compromise of the action instituted 
against the defendant had been arrived at 
between ‘the plaintiffs and the defendant, with 
the sanction and approval. of the Commis- 
sioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests 
in Ireland. The terms of settlement were that 
all further proceedings in the action should be 
stayed; that the plaintiffs should pay to the 
defendant, Jerome Duggan, and to Kate 
Duggan, out of the residuary estate of the 
testator, the sum of £100 in equa! shares; 
that ‘they should pay to .the plaintiffs’ 
solicitors a further sum of £15 for their 
costs, and that the. will and codicils should 
be proved in common form.

Reverse the panel, and clean the ends of ail 
the screws to which connection is to be made. 


Apply a little flux to the ends of the screws 
and “ tin ”' them with the hot soldering iron. 
This is absolutely, essential if the finished 
panel 1s to look well, and to have no loose 
terminals. The iron must be as hot as 


nossible ; too many terminals must not be at

The first’ con- 
nection is made from screw 1 to screw ó via 
screw 7, as show in Fig. 4 The wire is 
first fitted to the terminals indicated and the 
exact length cut off. A little flux is applied 
te the terminals, the wire held in position, 
and the hot soldering iron, which has been 
cleaned and “tinned,” applied to the ter- 
minals in turn.

WEXFORD SOCIETY SEEKS AN 


AMENDMENT. 
Mr. J.: Colley Pounder, Chairman of the 
Macamore Co-operative and Dairy Society, 
Ltd., Ballycanew, Gorey, County Wexford, 
writes with reference to the provisions of the 
new Dairy Produce Bill, and especially the 
that all butter manufactured in 
creameries must be made from 
separated on the premises from the com- 
mingled milk EA of a number of cow- 
keepers or of other premises registered in 
the register of cream separating stations. 

He says that the premises of his “Society 
were built by the Ballycanew Co-operative 
Society, which became bankrupt, wad subse- 
quently carried on as a creamery by the 
Enniscorthy C.A.0.S. at a dead loss owing to 
the impossibility of procuring sufficient milk. 

The letter proceeds :— 

When this Society took over the premises 
they were faced with the same difficulty of 
getting sufficient supplies of milk, To over- 
come the difficulty they adopted the system 
which is universally used in New Zealand, 
Australia, the United ' States, and Canada, 
i.e., the separated cream is collected daily 
from the farmers and made up into butter. 
We have amended this plan by separating the 
cream a second time with the ordinary milk 
supply, pasteurising the cream, and manu- 
facturing sweet cream butter in the usual 
way. Of course the success of this system de- 
pends altogether on the quality of the butter 
so produced. Department of Agriculture 
inspectors, after many long and minute ex- 
aminations, have praised the butter. Though 
suffering under many disadvantages the butter 
has received honourable mention at the prin- 
cipal Dairy Shows in Dublin, London, and 
Belfast. Best of all, the prices received for 
butter have been and are uniformly at the 
top of the market. 
this the Department have decided in their 
wisdom that the system of “gathered cream” 
can under no circumstances a permitted in 
the State. As far as this Society is con- 


proviso 


cerned it is absolutely cen to procure. 


a sufficient supply of milk, while cream, of 
course, is easily collected from a very large 
area. 

Within a mile radius of this creamery 
there are at least 200 fewer cows than there 
were twenty years ago. - This Society is mak- 
ing butter as good as, if not better than, it 
ever did before; it represents progress and 
efficiency, and the Department insists on 


wiping it off the map. 

We only ask for the améndment of : the 
Dairy Produce Bill, * we are in thorough 
agreement with the central idea of improving 


the standard of Irish butter.
